In accordance with this action the 
company was notified about the 1st 
of the present month that they would 
be expected to comply with the latter 
requirement within IO days. The time 
expired yesterday and no more atten­ 
tion has been paid to the m atter than 
if action had never been taken. 
The people in general and the trav­ 
eling public In particular have long 
felt the need of both of these 
im­ 
provements, and it is high time the 
railroad company was made to under­ 
stand that our city council has some 
rights respecting the protection and 
welfare of our people that m ust be 
respected. The sooner this is made 
plain to the corporation the sooner the 
citizens of this community will be re­ 
lieved from many existing nuisances, 
brought about by an absolute disre­ 
gard of the rules and ordinances gov­ 
erning the Cleveland & Pittsburg rail­ 
road in the corporate limits. 
Kalston’s crossing is one pf the most 
dangerous points in the city, and traf­ 
fic along the thoroughfare using that 
crossing 
is 
constantly 
increasing, 
making the chances for accident even 
greater than ever. The company will 
be put to considerable expense 
in 
erecting and m aintaining safety gates, 
and it has been suggested that lf the 
location 
of 
the 
crossing could 
be 
changed but a few yards farther to the 
east the roadway could be built un­ 
derneath the tracks, as there Is some­ 
thing of a fill just east of the present 
crossing. 
This plan would make the cross­ 
ing absolutely 
safe, 
besides 
doing 
away with the gate tender and the 
consequent salary of several hundred 
dollars per year.

tive Albert D. J Sliaw, of W atertown, 
N. Y., formerly com m ander-in-chief cf 
the Grand Army of the Republic, w as 
found dead Sunday in his room at the 
Rig g s house. 
A physician summoned 
Immediately after the discovery of 
the body 
pronounced death due to 
apoplexy, probably 
about 2 o’clock 
Sunday morning. 
Colonel Shaw had 
leturned about 1:30 o’clock from a j 
banquet nt the Ebbitt house, in honor, 
of his successor. General Leo Ras- | 
sleur, and before he left th« * banquet j 
hall had responded eloquently to a 
toast and appeared In excellent health 
and spirits. 
The body w as discovered 
lying face downward on the floor 
The features 
w ere 
slig htly bruised, 
show ing he had fallen suddenly and 
heavily. 
A fter his return to the ho­ 
tel Colonel Shaw asked for hot water, 
com plaining of indig estion. 
The w a­ 
ter w as brought to him and that w as 
the last seen of him alive. 
H is private secretary, Mr. Charles 
E. Glynn, of Oswego, N. Y., had an 
appointment w ith him for 10 o’clock 
Sunday morning, and when 
Colonei 
Shaw did not appear one of the boil j 
boys climbed to the transom and saw 
the body in the position stated. 
The 
dead body w as removed to an under­ 
taking establishm ent to aw ait the ar­ 
rival of an only son. Dr. Henry L. K. 
Shaw, who is expected today, when 
arrang em ents for the funeral will be j 
announced and a com m ittee from the 
house named to attend the services, 
which probably w ill be hold at W a­ 
tertown. 
Two daughters, one living 
In W atertown and another in Brook 
lyn, were notified. 
Colonel Shaw w as 
SO years of age, and a veteran of the 
Civil War. 
H e w as a widower, his

Dear Mr. Paine:—I have to thank 
you for your most interesting and 
sym pathetic letter, which reached me 
via Chicago and Philadelphia, and ] 
now hasten to reply. 
I fear that you have misunderstood 
my statem ent of the 
terms 
upon 
which the Filipinos 
wouhl be pre­ 
pared to end this most 
deplorable 
war. 
The Filipinos will never accept 
American sovereig nty in the sense Pi 
which that word is generally under 
stood. 
W hether 
they 
would accept 
suzerainty would also depend upon 
the définition of the word and the 
powers which it Implied. 
But let me 
now briefly state what I intended tc 
convey to you on J an. 1. 
The administration 
is 
deman 'ing 
certain rig hts 
in 
the 
Philippines. 
These are so far as T can discover: 
1. The rig ht and the means to fu lfil 
certain (unspecified) 
obligations 
in 
other nations. 
2. The right and the means to pro­ 
tect life and property—foreign and na­ 
tive. 
3. A basis of trade and military op­ 
erations for the far east. 
4. Coaling stations. 
5. The right, or the desire, to rnis* 
us—by a process called “ bcnenvolent 
assim ilation” —out of a condition of 
savag ery which does not exist in our 
country. 
In order to obtain these rights the 
adm inistration demands that our peo­ 
ple shall surrender 
unconditionally, 
and submit to American sovereignty. 
The Filipinos, on the other hand, 
demand 
one 
“ unalienable 
right.’’ 
nam ely, independence; or the right to 
“ institute" 
a 
governm ent “ deriving 
its just powers from the consent." 
not of any foreign nation, but “ of the 
g overned.” 
It is only by the exercise 
of this right that the Filipinos will 
be able to secure equitable laws, in­ 
sure just administration, and prevent 
the exploitation of their country and 
its resources. 
But while firm In this demand, the 
Filipinos are prepared to yield to the 
United States everything ineluded or 
Implied in the above list from 1 to 4 
Inclusive. 
In addition to this, they 
are prepared to repay. In whole or in 
part, the tw enty millions of dollats 
paid to Spain, if the demand be made 
by the United States. 
As to paragraph 5. the Filipinos do 
not want and will not accept any­ 
thing in the form of b’enevolence or 
charity from any nation in the world. 
But If any American citizen or citi- j 
zens desire to embark In missionary 
enterprise, and if they really think 
that there are those in the Philip­ 
pines who need special enlightenment 
they 
would be at liberty to spend 
their missionary zeal without let or 
hindrance. 
The Filipinos would only 
res« *rve the right to recommend that 
such missionary zeal be expended on 
Spain, or Turkey, or Russia, or the 
east end of London, or perhaps in 
som e parts of America, where educa­ 
tion and enlig htenm ent are more ur­ 
g ently 
needed 
than In the Philip­ 
pines. 
It will therefore be seen that every 
demand that 
the 
administration 
is 
making, with the exception of that 
denied to George III, w ill be granted 
by the Filipinos. 
Now’, therefore, 
if the adm inistra­ 
tion will say to the Filipinos: 
We 
will not deny you the one right which 
you claim and which w e enjoy. 
We 
will grant you 
your 
independence, 
but we reserve the right to tak e such 
steps

Filipinos

N. Y., form erly commander-in-chief cf 
the Grand Army of the Republic, was 
found dead Sunday in his room at the 
Biggs house. 
A physician summoned 
im m ediately a fte r the discovery of 
the body pronounced death due to 
apoplexy, probably 
about 2 o’clock 
Sunday morning. 
Colonel Shaw had 
leturned about 1:30 o’clock from a 
banquet at the E bbitt house, in honor 
of his successor. General Leo Ras- 
sieur, and before he left the banquet 
hall had responded eloquently to a 
toast and appeared In excellent health 
and spirits. 
The body w as discovered 
lying face dow nw ard on the floor. 
The features 
were 
slightly bruised, 
showing he had fallen suddenly aud 
heavily. 
A fter his return to the ho­ 
tel Colonel Shaw asked for hot w ater, 
complaining of indigestion. 
The w a­ 
ter w as brought to him and th a t w as 
the last seen of him alive. 
His private secretary, Mr. Charles 
E. Glynn, of Oswego, N. Y., had an 
appointm ent w ith him for IO o’clock 
Sunday morning, and when 
Colonel 
Shaw did not appear one of the bod 
boys climbed to the transom and saw 
the body in the position stated. 
The 
dead body was removed to an under­ 
taking establishm ent to aw nlt the a r­ 
rival of an only son. Dr. Henry L. IC. 
Shaw, who is expected today, when 
arrangem ents for the funeral will be 
announced and a committee from the 
house named to attend the services, 
which probably will be held at W a­ 
tertown.

1. The right and the means to fill AM 
certain (unspecified) 
obligations 
to 
other nations. 
2. The right and the means to pro­ 
tect life and property—foreign and na­ 
tive. 
3. A basis of trade and m ilitary op­ 
erations for the far east. 
4. Coaling stations. 
5. The right, or the desire, to rn is» 
as—by a process called “benenvolent 
assim ilation”—out of a condition of 
savagery which does not exist in our 
country. 
In order to obtain these rights the 
adm inistration demands th at our peo­ 
ple shall surrender 
unconditionally, 
and subm it to American sovereignty. 
The Filipinos, on the other hand, 
dem and 
one 
“unalienable 
right,” 
namely, independence; or the right to 
“institute” 
a 
governm ent “deriving 
its ju st powers from the consent.” 
not of any foreign nation, but “of the 
governed.” 
It is only by the exercise 
of this right th at the Filipinos will 
be able to secure equitable laws, in­ 
sure ju st adm inistration, and prevent 
the exploitation of their country and 
its resources. 
But while firm in this demand, the 
Filipinos are prepared to yield to the 
United States everything Included or 
implied in the above list from I to 4 
Inclusive. 
In addition to this, they 
are prepared to repay. In whole or in 
part, the tw enty millions of dollais 
paid to Spain, if the demand be made 
by the United States. 
As to paragraph 5. the Filipinos do 
not w ant and will not accept any­ 
thing in the form of benevolence or 
charity from any nation in the world. 
But lf any American citizen or citi­ 
zens desire to embark in missionary j 
enterprise, and if they really think 
th at there are those in the Philip­ 
pines who need special enlightenment 
they 
would be at liberty to spend 
their missionary zeal without let or 
hindrance. 
The Filipinos would only 
reserve the right to recommend that 
such missionary zeal be expended on 
Spain, or Turkey, or Russia, or the 
east end of London, or perhaps In 
some parts of America, where educa­

Topeka about IO days ago by 
M r s . 
Currie Nation. 
The m eeting Sunday 
afternoon was a rem arkable one iii 
every respect. 
It wus called by a 
committee of the Law Enforcem ent 
league and w as attended by nearly 
all the prom inent business men of the 
city. 
A feeling of intense earnestness 
pervaded the m eeting. 
Conservative 
men who have 
hitherto 
advocated 
moderation in the dealings w ith tm* 
lawless element, insisted in unm istak­ 
able term s th a t the tim e had come 
when patience had ceased to be a vir­ 
tue aud th at the people of Topeka 
should take the law in their 
own 
hands. 
The m eeting was opened Witt) 
prayer. 
A fter a few short, snappy 
addresses, which 
worked the audi 
ence to a high degree of enthusiasm , 
an 
ultim atum 
w as 
proposed 
and 
passed am id the loudest cheering. 
The ultim atum , which w as adopt­ 
ed by a rising vote, follows: 
“To those im m ediately 
engaged 
in 
the illicit business, w hether whole­ 
sale or retail: 
“We have to say th a t the long con­ 
troversy of the public w ith you m ust 
now come to an end. 
You have open 
ly and persistently defied the law s; 
you have m ade yourselves the agents 
of even greater crim inals outside of 
the state, who have supported you in 
your unlaw ful traffic; you have gath 
ered about you a crim inal element 
that is a perpetual m enace to the 
safety of the com m unity and 
have 
m aintained places th at engender and 
encourage all vices; you have intro­ 
duced the m ost corrupting aud dem or­ 
alizing factors aud influence into our 
local politics; aud for years you Lune 
scorned all 
appeals 
aud 
w a n tin g 
that have been presented to you ny 
the virtue-lcving people of the com 
triunity. 
“Now, we feel th at the tim e has 
come when we m ust speak to you 
peremptorily. 
We cease now to en­ 
deavor 
to 
persuade—we command. 
You m ust stop this law less ami in­ 
iquitous business and stop it at once.

Washington, Feb. ll.—Representa­ 
tive Albert J). Shaw, of Watertown, 
N. Y., formerly eomniander-fn-eliief cf 
the Grand Army of the Republic, was 
found dead Sunday in his room at the 
Riggs house. 
A physician summoned 
immediately after the discovery of 
the body pronounced death due to 
apoplexy, probably 
about 2 o’clock 
Sunday morning. 
Colonel Shaw had 
leturned about 1:30 o’clock from a 
banquet at the Bbbltt house, In honor 
of his successor. General Leo Ras- 
sleur, and before he left the banquet 
hall had responded eloquently to a 
toast and appeared In excellent health 
and spirits. The body was discovered 
lying face downward on the floor. 
The features 
were 
slightly bruised, 
showing he had fallen suddenly aud 
heavily. 
After his return to the ho­ 
tel Colonel Shaw asked for hot water, 
complaining of Indigestion. 
The wa­ 
ter was brought to him and that was 
the last seen of him alive. 
His private secretary, Mr. Charles 
E. Glynn, of Oswego, N. Y., had an 
appointment with him for IO o’clock 
Sunday morning, and when 
Colonel 
Shaw did not appear one of the bell 
boys climbed to the transom and saw 
the body in the position stated. 
The 
dead body was removed to an under­ 
taking establishment to await the ar­ 
rival of an only son, Dr. Henry L. IC. 
Shaw, who is expected today, when 
arrangements for the funeral will be 
announced and a committee from the 
house namisl to attend the services, 
which probably will be held at Wa­ 
tertown. 
Two daughters, one living 
In Watertown and another in Brt*ok 
lyn, were notified. Colonel Shaw was

The Filipinos will never accept 
American sovereignty In the sense In 
which" that word is generally under­ 
stood.

5. The right, or the desire, to rn is* 
us—by a process called “benenvolent 
assimilation”—out of a condition of 
savagery which does not exist in our 
country. 
In order to obtain these rights the 
administration demands that our peo­ 
ple shall surrender 
unconditionally, ‘ 
and submit to American sovereignty. 
The Filipinos, on the other hand, 
demand 
one 
“unalienable 
right,” 
namely, independence; or the right to | 
“Institute” 
a 
government “deriving 
its just powers from the consent.” 
not of any foreign nation, hut “of the 
governed.” 
It Is only by the exercise 
of this right that the Filipinos will 
be n!)le to secure equitable laws, in­ 
sure just administration, and prevent 
the exploitation of their country and 
Its resources. 
But while firm In this demand, the 
Filipinos are prepared to yield to the I 
Unlti'd Staten everything Included or 
implied in the above list from I to 4 
Inclusive. 
In addition to this. they 
are prepared to repay, In whole or in 
part, the twenty millions of dollars 
paid to Spain, lf the demand be made 
by the United States. 
As to paragraph 5. the Filipinos do 
not want and will not accept any­ 
thing in the form of benevolence or 
charity from any nation in the world. 
But If any American citizen or citi­ 
zens desire to embark in missionary 
enterprise, and if they really think 
that there are those In the Philip­ 
pines who need special enlightenment 
they 
would be at liberty to spend 
their missionary zeal without let or 
hindrance. 
The Filipinos would only 
reserve the right to recommend that 
such missionary zeal be expended on 
Spain, or Turkey, or Rusk!.4', or the 
east end of London, or perhaps In 
acme parts of America, where educt- 
tlon and enlightenment are more ur­ 
gently 
needed 
than In the Pin.ip- 
pinca. 
It will therefore be seen that every 
demand that
